Pedestrian tunnel 
to be open by 2000

Construction of a bicycle and 
pedestrian tunnel linking CSUS 
with East 
Sacramento is on 
the fast track to be 
completed by the 
time the Olympic 
Track and Field 


Trials are held on 


campus in July 
2000. 
The $2.9 mil- 
lion price tag for 
the CSUS Access 
Project is largely 
being paid for by 
a $2.5 million 
grant from Federal Congestion 
Mitigation Air Quality Funds. 
Sacramento City Council has 
budgeted an additional $200,000 
for the project. The remaining 
$200,000 has yet to be funded. 
Ronald Grant, CSUS Director 
of Special Services, said some 
funding will be needed from the 
university in order to connect the 


access tunnel to the road system. . 


within CSUS 

“The administration certainly 
supports this project,” said 
Grant. “CSUS wants to do what- 
ever it can in order to support 
alternative modes of transporta- 
tion to campus.” 

The bicycle access project 
would provide a link into CSUS 
from the intersection of Elvas 
Ave and 65th Street Expressway. 
The 13-foot wide tunnel would 
pass 40 feet through the Union 
Pacific railroad levee on the 
western boundary of CSUS and 
would open onto State 
University Drive near the 
Parking Structure. 

City planners hope the project 


will be completed by the 
Olympic Trials. 

“People attending sporting 
events at CSUS will be able to 


use the tunnel as a straight shot 


from Light. Rail to the stadium, . 


which is located 
directly across 
from the CSUS 
end of the pro- 
posed site,” said 
the. Sacramento 
City Councilman 
Cohn, who has 
been spearhead- 

ing the project. 
“CSUS 
missed an 
incredible oppor- 
tunity when it 
was decided to 
not bring Light Rail directly into 
the campus. This project will 
help facilitate greater access to 
the campus,” said Cohn, at a 
community meeting on Feb. 10 
at St. Francis High School, 
attended by nearly 75 communi- 
ty members, city officials, and 

CSUS students. 

ASI representative Shaun 
Lumachi, a junior majoring in 


government, said that ASI is 


very supportive of the project. 

“Having Light Rail come 
directly onto campus would have 
been optimal, but this is better 
than nothing,” said Lumachi. 
“To me, this shows that the City 
of Sacramento is truly concerned 
with campus issues and students 
needs.” 

University police officer Ken 
Barnett raised concerns about 
possible security risks involved 
with opening up the campus to 
more visitors. 

“We must carefully examine 
any project that may raise securi-

ASI questions future of athletics

Associated Students, Inc. continues to be frus- 
trated with the lack of accountability demonstrated 
by the Athletics Department and is looking for 
answers about Debby Colberg’s sudden appoint- 
ment as director of the struggling department last 
week. 

ASI contributes $2 million annually to the 
Athletics budget through student fees generated by 
a 1995 ASI referendum, yet board members have 
had difficulty obtaining answers to questions per- 
taining to graduation rates in athletics. 

“The ASI board has in the past had a hard time 
getting information from them,” said Gary Davis, 
ASI president. 

The agreement between athletics and ASI 
requires the department to provide detailed infor- 
mation to the ASI Board of Directors SutuUne the 
progress of the athletics program. 

“It’s been frustrating. ASI contributes $2 million 
to the Athletics program. We need to be sure we’re 


getting our money’s worth,” said Davis. 

Post-baccalaureate director Sean South has been 
critical of the Athletics department since last 
semester. 

“ASI is expected to just hand over the cash with- 
out asking any questions,” said South. | 

South is currently drafting a letter to Debby 
Colberg, the new Athletics Director, expressing his 
desire to have more communication between ASI 
and the Athletics department. 

Another issue of concern to ASI was the lack of 
consultation with the Board of Directors regarding 
the recent selection of Colberg as Athletics 
Director. 

“President Gerth had no discussion with ASI 
about hiring Colberg,” said South. “Why bring in 
an insider from a department plagued with prob- 
lems?” 

An entrepreneurial; resourceful person is what 
Davis believes will make the athletics program 
work. “The university should be doing a nation- 
wide search to bring a top notch person. The fact

Tax credits could save students and parents a bundle

‘CSUS students can add a little padding 


to their pockets by taking advantage of 
two college tax credits for the 1998 aca- 
demic year and possibly receive an added 
bonus in their upcoming tax return. 

The Hope Scholarship and Lifetime 
Learning tax credits are part of the 
Taxpayer Relief Act of 1997 which was 


signed by President Clinton. 
- The maximum amount a tax payer can 


gain with the Hope Scholarship credit is: . 
$1,500 multiplied by each eligible student 


in the family who meet the enrollment cri- 
teria. The maximum Lifetime Learning 
credit a taxpayer can claim is $1,000 
annually through 2002. 

“For many families these tax credits 
will be very helpful to putting students 
through school,” said Ann Reid, Assistant 


Vice President, Communications and 
Public Affairs. 
Qualified students who do not file as a 


dependant, or a single ‘parent claiming a 
dependant, must have a gross income less 
than $40,000 and not have any convic- 


tions of distribution or possession of con- 
trolled substances. 

Parents, who file taxes jointly, and still 
claim students as dependants must have 
gross income less than $80,000 a year to 


eligible for the Hope Scholarship. 

The credits cover only the expense of 
tuition and fees a student is required to 
pay. in order to be enrolled or attend an 
institution. 

Students who are eligible for the Hope 
Scholarship must be enrolled at least part- 
time during one of the first two years of 
post-secondary education which leads to a 
degree, certificate or other recognized

A Tribute: 


A salute to the valuable 
contributions of black 
inventors

In recognition of America’s cel- 
ebrated Black History Month, 
cheers to all early blacks who con- 
tributed to the creation of this 
country. For instance, let it be 
known that the city of Chicago was 
discovered by a black man named 
Jean Baptiste Point DuSable who 
was a frontier trader born in Saint- 
Dominique (Haiti) in 1745. 

How about the name Jan Emst 
Matzelinger, sound familiar? Well 
“if the shoe fits,” it’s partly because 
Matzelinger invented a wonderful 
machine that knocked shoe manu- 
facturers right off their feet. 
Matzelinger received patent no. 
274,207 for his invention called the 
“Lasting Machine” that would rap- 
idly stitch the leather of a shoe to 
the sole. Before this invention, 
business was slow because work- 
ers had to attach the bottom of the 
shoe to the top by hand. Thanks to 
the Lasting Machine, shoes could 


now be produced at a rate of 700 


per day versus 50 shoes previously. 
It also cut the manufacturing cost 
in half for the company. As busi- 
ness developed, the United Shoe 
Machinery Corporation, as it was 
called then, grew to an estimated 
worth of over a billion dollars 
boosting the economy and benefit- 
ing all Americans. So the next time 
we go for a walk, we might 
remember that it was the skill and 





inventiveness of Matzelinger that 
enabled the entire U.S. shoe manu- 
facturing company to step out in 
front and put its best foot forward. 

The first telephone transmitter 
was invented by mastermind 
Granville T. Woods, a black man? 
Indeed, in 1884 when this famous 
electrical engineer who specialized 
in electromechanical devices com- 
bined the features of the telephone 
and telegraph making the world’s 
first telephone transmitter. By 
1887 Woods went on to patent 
seven more machines, one of 
which could telegraph messages to 
moving trains warning railroad 
personnel of dangers on the tracks. 
Over the next fifteen years, he 
patented an amazing array of 
inventions: electromagnetic 
brakes, a light dimmer, an over- 
head conducting system for trolley 
cars, and an electrified “‘third rail” 
that became an important element 
of subway systems. 

Okay, enough of the testos- 
terone! Black women also con- 
tributed to our land of free soil, too. 
Ellen Elgin, a black woman inno- 
vator, was the sole patentee of the 
clothes wringer in 1880. So was 
Sara E. Goode who, on July 14, 
1885, patented the cabinet bed. 
Madeline M. Turner patented the 
fruit press in 1892, and Sarah 
Boone patented the ironing board 
in 1892. Glory, glory to all the 
early black creators whose strong 
hands have paved productive path- 
ways, not only for their future sons 
and daughters, but also for the 
fruition of all American people.

sational skills. These 
moments are captured 
on the album from the 
on set. On “Levitate,” 
“Kirk the Redeemer” 
as he is called, lays 
down a solid baseline 
that listeners just can’t 
shake out of their head, while 
Boyce who carries the name 
“Black Edgar Kenyatta,’ pro- 
vides just enough melody ar.d 
tone not to overpower the bass 
and drums yet leaves enough 
room for himself to experi- 
ment. “Honey for Oshun” dis- 
plays the percussive state in 
which “Professor Borris 
Karmaz” (Cares) lives in, 
while “IFA” displays the tri- 
melodic nature of the band, 
each whom bring to the table an 
individual approach to jazz, but 
leaving you with the same 
result each time: amazement 
and speechlessness. 

The one true strength of the 
Fellinis is their ability to exper- 
iment without leaving the core 
melody of a song behind. 
There are moments of flash in 
many of their songs, but not 


not afraid to experiment 
with new sounds 


enough to: bore you or drain 
you with too much sound. It is 

ard to escape their tight 
grooves and tastefulness in 
improvisation because they 
seem to hit you from all angles. 
It’s hard to tell what notes they 
are going to play next because 
they are always playing so 
close to the edge that anything 
is possible. 

e Fellinis switch gears at 
times, having Boyce add _ his 
poetic talents while touching on 
social issues in songs fike 
“Point of View” which depicts 
the racial prejudices that still 
exist in our society, and 
“T.A.B.N.LT.S. which pays 
homage to numerous black 
leaders who have helped to 
pave the way for African- 
Americans. 

If you are a fan-of jazz music 
or at least a fan of music that 
challenges your musical exis- 
tence, ‘The Broun Fellinis” are 
who you should be listening to. 

You can catch the trio every 
Wednesday at the Elbo Room 
in San Francisco, or you can 
keep your eyes and ears open to 
see when they will hit the 
Sacramento area, which they 
often do.

The first obstacle to adding a second 
Student trustee to the CSU Board of 
Trustees has been cleared with the intro- 
duction of AB 213, sponsored by 


_ California Assembly member Gloria 


Romero. | 

The bill was introduced at the urging of 
the California State Student Association 
because of what they say is inadequate 
representation on the board. 


“With over 340,000 students in the 
CSU system they need a greater voice on 
the Board of Trustees,” said Romero. 

The CSU system has grown from 19 to 
23 campuses, gaining over 31,000 stu- 
dents since 1976, when a single student 
trustee was first added to the Board. The 
student population is expected to grow to 
440,000 by the year 2010. 

“California is large and diverse, so it’s 
difficult for only one student to repre- 
sent.” said Jeff Sakala, Sac State’s CSSA 
representative. 


According to CSSA, which lobbies 
lawmakers on behalf of the students in the 
CSU system, another student representa- 
tive would increase student input on the 
nine subcommittees and various ad hoc 
committees of the Board of Trustees. 

The bill would also stagger the terms of 
the two student representatives. 

“Two student representatives who can 
serve staggered terms will decrease the 
learning curve for any new person. It will 
give greater student voting representation 
on the Board of Trustees. And it will also

increase diversity in opinion in represent- 
ing student populations,” said Sakala. 

The bill will be presented by Romero 
later this year to an Assembly committee 
on higher education and must be passed 
by both the Assembly and Senate before 
being signed into law by Governor Gray 
Davis. Charles Reed, CSU cancellor has 
not commented on the bill. 

“The Chancellor’s office has not taken 
a position yet. They are still looking at 
it,” said Ken Swisher, spokesman for the 
Chancellor’s office.

Local CFA members vote to oppose 


tentative agreement with CSU

Members of the CSUS chapter of the CFA voted 
last week to oppose the tentative agreement 
reached between the Chancellor’s office and the 
CFA in January after nearly a year of negotiations. 

The 50 members present at the union’s meeting 
last week urged the executive committee to oppose 
the agreement, which would give all faculty a raise 
of only three percent. 

Other CFA chapters around the state have done 
the same, including CSU San Bernardino and San 
Francisco State. The statewide CFA Counsel had 
released the agreement to members with a vote of 
no recommendation. 

“Hardly anyone statewide is enthusiastic about 
the tentative agreement,” said Jeff Lustig, profes- 
sor of government and president of the CSUS CFA 
chapter. 

CSU faculty members have been working with- 
out a contract since last July, when negotiations 
broke down between the faculty union and the 
Chancellor’s office. Since then, issues like merit 
pay programs had stalled the bargaining process 
until the tentative agreement was reached by both 
sides in Long Beach on Jan. 26. The CSU Board of 
Trustees yoted unanimously to accept the agree- 


ment, but some CFA members are not pleased with 
it. 

“There are things in the tentative agreement that 
certainly worry me,” said Doreen Stabinsky, an 
associate professor of environmental studies and a 
member of the CFA bargaining team. 

~The money is distributed inequitably. We all 
work really hard and the merit program is a sub- 
jective program,” said Stabinsky. “Also, faculty 
who do not receive merit pay increases are denied 
a grievance process, which is a right that the tenta- 
tive agreement takes away.” 

Of the $48 million provided for salary increases 
in the agreement, $19.4 million will be used for 
merit pay increases. Thus, the agreement would 
only provide a three- percent general salary 
increase to all faculty, far below the 11 percent 
needed to close the salary gap between CSU facul- 
ty salaries and those of comparable institutions. 
The CFA had bitterly opposed the merit pay pro- 
gram but Chancellor Reed has insisted on includ- 
ing the program in the agreement. 

“The tentative agreement has some short-term 
benefits but it also has long-term dangers that are 
destructive to the role of the faculty in the univer- 
sity,” said Lustig. 

Individual CFA members are scheduled to vote 
on the agreement this week. 


ASI recreation center a possibility 





Estimated cost between $25 and $40 million 
Students being polled for project interest

Questions about money may 
sink a proposed $25 million stu- 
dent recreation center project 
before it gets off the ground, but 
Gary Davis, ASI president, is 
determined to make it a reality. 

The multi-million dollar pro- 
posed center would have facili- 
ties for students to work out or 
play recreational sports and also 
includes arena space that would 
be large enough to host special 
events and even graduation cere- 
monies. | 

The center would have to be 
funded by increasing student 
activity fees by as much as $20 a 
semester to pay for the bonds 
needed to begin construction. 

“The key is to make sure the 
fee increase is temporary,” said 
Davis. 

Davis also said that ASI is 
looking at alternative methods to 
raise funds for the center without 
asking the students to bear the 
whole cost. 

“We want to find the most 
aggressive approach to generate 
funding,” said Davis. 

The current activity fee is $94 
per semester, of which $47.50 
goes to athletics and $30 goes to 
financial aid programs. The rest 
of the money is used to fund 
clubs and organizations on cam- 
pus like Peak Adventures and 
the Children’s Center. 


Davis and Jason Bryant, chair 


of the ASI Recreation Task 
Force, have been conducting 


interest surveys among students 
at nine different locations on 
campus to measure the support 
for an increase in ASI activity 
fees to fund the center. 

“[There is] definitely interest 
there,” said Davis. 

Davis’ interest: in the recre- 
ation center stems from the1997 
ASI elections in which students

voted for projects to be built 
‘with ASI activity fees. 

Of 1110 students voting yes to 
a fee increase on the Associated 
Students Service Referendum, 
the top three preferences for fee 
allocation showed 531 students 
in favor of more club activities 
on campus, 453 students favor- 
ing more employment opportu- 
nities and 418 students showing 
interest in an on-campus recre- 
ation center. 

“The driving force is stu- 
dents,” Davis said of the top 


three requests. 


“We did the first two, but not : 


the third.” 

Laura Hall, director of 
Recreational Sports, supports 
the plan for a recreation center. 

“We are sorely lacking facili- 
ties,” Hall said. Recreational 
Sports and CSUS athletics pro- 


grams often compete for space | 


in the existing facilities on cam- 
pus. 

“Recreational Sports is the 
last on the totem pole for prac- 
tice,” said Shirley Uplinger, vice 
president for Student Affairs. 

Uplinger recently attended a 
conference in Phoenix focusing 
on arenas and stadiums and will 
head a task force on the recre- 
ation center that will begin meet- 
ing as early as next week. 

“The. university is very inter- 
ested in working with ASI,” she 
said. 

Davis said that overflow 
parking in Lot 10 might be a 
possible site for the center but 
that ASI wants it built where the 
current temporary buildings are 
in lot 4. 

“If I had my choice I would 
prefer it to be closer to campus,” 
said Davis. 

The presence of the recreation 
center referendum on the April 
ballot depends on the results of 
the survey currently under way. 
ASI and the University have yet 
to determine how much money 
will be needed for the proposed 
center. 

“We haven’t got that far yet,” 
said Uplinger. 





Continued from p. 1 
educational credential. 

The Lifetime Learning Credit 
has no limit and can be obtained 
each year an eligible student is 
enrolled at an institution, and is 
calculated on a per family, rather 
than a per student basis. 

Like the Hope Scholarship, 
the Lifetime Learning Credit 
cannot be claimed by a student 
who is claimed as a dependant 
by a parent. 

Non-resident aliens are not 


generally not eligible to claim 
Lifetime Learning Credits. 

“Students are encouraged to 
contact their tax preparers for 
futher information about eligibli- 
ty,” said Ann Reid, public affaiis 
officer. “The laws have recently 
changed and are hard to under- 
Stand.”

Sac State stopped looking to the out- 
side for help with its athletic program 
last week. 

As university President Dr. Donald 
Gerth asked Judith Davidson to step 
down from the athletic director position 
and take a re-assignment job, a current 
Hornet coach was asked to fill the 
vacancy. Gerth said he was looking for 
someone whose “blood runs green and 
gold.” 

He found that person as he turned to 
volleyball coach Debby Colberg. The 
former Sac State player and graduate 
will take over as the new athletic direc- 
tor, while keeping her coaching duties as 
well. 

“T have asked (Colberg) to accept the 
position for two-plus years,’ Gerth said 
at Wednesday’s press conference. “It is 
not an uncommon pattern fo see very 
successful coaches also be the athletic 
directors at a university.” 

Colberg is the winningest coach in 
Sac State history, with a 23-year career 
within the volleyball program. The 
Hornet volleyball team under Colberg 
has won two Big Sky Championships 
in the last two seasons, as well as earn- 
ing winning records for six consecutive 
years. 
Colberg is one of only 13 Division I 
coaches that have earned at least 600 
victories in a career. 

“CSUS has been like a second home 
to me all these years,” Colberg said. “T 
love the students here and I look for- 
ward to the challenge.” 

“It’s fair to say that in my perspective 
our intercollegiate athletic program 
needs to be much improved,” Gerth 
said. “In the last few years, a number of 
things have needed to happen, more 
than we have made (happen).” 

Davidson will move into a more nar-

rowed position. She will be in charge of 
recreational and athletic department 
facilities. 

During the press conference, 
Colberg said every athletic program 
needed to be evaluated. 

“We have got to figure out a way to 
improve our product,” she said. “Interest 
is based on the product you provide to 
the public. We have to improve our 
product.” 

Gerth said the administration was 
also interested in knowing what direc- 
tion the athletic department was going to 
take in the future. 

“T would like us to look at where we 
are in respect to our intercollegiate ath- 
letics program,” he said. “We may find 
ourselves needing to go in a different 
direction with regard to our programs.” 

Colberg said she is going to involve 
administration in the evaluation process. 

“We are going to do an assessment of 


everyone in the department,’ Colberg 
said. “We need to provide that informa- 
tion to the administration on a weekly 
basis if possible we are going to need a 
lot of help, including administration’s 
help.” 

Irene Shea, senior associate athletic 
director, will be assisting Colberg on 
getting to know the administrative side 
of the athletic department. While 
Colberg has only had a few days to 
make the adjustment into the expanded 
position, Shea said there is already a 
direction the department wants to take. 

“Debby has made it very clear that 
we want to get better,’ Shea said. “We 
need to find out where we are, where we 
want to go, and how we are going to get 
there.” ;

Sac State needs an arena 


If we build it... 


Now hear this. There is a 
master plan to bring CSUS in 
the limelight as far as first-rate 
sports and convention facili- 
ties are concerned. 

It may not happen any time 
soon, but Associated Students, 
Inc. president Gary Davis is 
attempting to pass a referen- 
dum on the student ballot this 
spring that would propose an 
arena, complete with a recre- 
ation center, to be built on 
campus. 

This proposed arena would 
house both the men’s and 
women’s basketball programs, 
both of which play their home 
games at the Memorial 
Auditorium downtown. 

That setup began for the 
1996-97 season; the hoops 
programs have been shooting 
it out there ever since. Prior to 
that, they played in the main 
gymnasium on campus, which 
of course is too tiny to house a 
program serious about shed- 
ding its poor image. 

Now Davis is trying to con- 
vince the students to vote for 
something that would be legit- 
imately ours. Not only would 
the basketball program have a 
true home, but it could also 
hold ceremonies for graduat- 
ing students. 

It’s part of a two-decade 
future plan that is the blueprint 
for construction at Sac State in 
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Mark’ World 


the years to come. 

“Our gym we have present- 
ly would not be adequate,” 
Shirley Uplinger, vice presi- 
dent of Student Affairs, said. 
“The volleyball team plays in 
there, and when the basketball 
backboards are pulled up for 
their games, the serves still 
sometimes hit them, because 
the place is simply too small.” 

When an athletics program 
is recruiting, one of the major 
decisions that an _ athlete 
weighs is the proximity of the 
sports facility to the site where 
they will be living and attend- 
ing school for the next four to 
five years. | 

It’s not much of a selling 
point when the player is 
informed that he or she will be 
trundling miles and miles to 
where they will be playing, 
sometimes to the outskirts of 
town. 

An on-campus arena would 
spark our athletic program, 
especially those indoor sports 
that need it and produce rev- 
enue during the winter 
months. We have not had this 
type of venue, ever. 

Of course, there is still the 
matter of whether this project 
would be feasible or not. This 
proposal would need to pass 
the ASI board of directors 
first. It is in no way a guaran- 
tee. 

‘If there is an initiative for 
this, the goal is to put it on the 
ballot,” said Jason Bryant, ASI

center task force. “The stu- 
dents would have to make an 
informed decision, not a select 
few. We want to give them an 
opportunity to decide if that’s 
something they truly do want 
for our campus.” 

Question is, how do we pay 
for it? With sponsorships and 
naming rights, of course. The 
state doesn’t like to pay for 
buildings like this, opting 
instead to whip out moola for 
things like classrooms and fac- 
ulty offices. 

“We’re right on time, in the 
order of doing this project,” 
Davis said, noting that the 
research has been ongoing 
since last June. “We’ve been 
going across the state and 
country, talking to other 
schools about their centers. 
Our goal is to put their 
strengths on our campus, and 
also to inject the students’ 
needs to the facility.” 

Davis wants to hear the 
input when it comes time for 
elections during the week of 
April 19 through 23. 

“We want the students to be 
the driving force behind all 
this,” Davis said. “We’re 
almost there.”

It’s been a reversal of fortune in 
the young season for the Sac State 
baseball team. 

Though during the 1998 season 
the Hornets (2-6) set multiple hitting 
team records and lacked pitching, 
now the Hornets can’t seem to 
score.
